Sermon Preached To the Graduates 


of the Bedford High School 


BY REV. I.W, HENDRICKS. 


'•Blessed Are the Pare In Heart; for They 


Shall See God"— What a Man la Con- 


ditions What He £>oea. 


In compliance with the wishes of a 


large number of our readers, we here- 
with publish Rsv. Irvin W. Hendricks' 
most excellent sermon to the class of 
1901, Bedford high school, delivered in 
Assembly Hall Sunday evening: 


"Blessed are the pure in heart; for they 
shall see Bod."—Matthew 5:8. 


It is a significant fact that our 


Savior, in that rich discourse which 
we call the Sermon on the Mount, and 
which, in substance, consists very 
largely in precepts for the conduct of 
the righteous life, prefaces this very 
rich teaching by describing a certain 
rharacter which he pronounces blessed. 
Observe that it is a certain kind of 
being that he here glorifies, not a cer- 
tain kind of acts. The familiar beati- 
tudes are a description of the charac- 
ter of the man who, enjoying the free- 
dom of the Kingdom of God, has en- 
tered into the inheritance of true bless- 
edness. 


In directing you this evening to this 


particular beatitude, let me suggest 
that to have a pure heart means to 
have a will set straight toward God, 
to be inspired in life by a single pui - 
pcse. 
The Psalmist in his prayer 


couples it with a "right spirit." 


"Create in me a clean heart, O, God: 
And renew a right spirit within me.1' 
St. James, in his Epistle, emphasiz's 


especially the necessity of good works; 
nevertheless he declares 
that the 


"double-minded man is unstable in all 
his ways;" he is like the ship upon the 
great deep which is not aiming stead- 
fastly at some particular port, and 
which is tossed hither and thither and 
everywhere by every wind that blows 
So this apostle of good works exhorts. 
"purify your hearts, ye double-mind- 
ed." 


The pure in heart are the single- 


minded, who are ruled by a right 
spirit,in a word,the Christ-like. There 
is too much misdirected zeal and con- 
s< qnently a great waste of energy in 
this matter of purifying our lives. Wi 
are apt to be concerned unduly for tht 
cutward manifestation of evil, and 
lack in the diligent keeping of our 
heart, from whence are the issues of 
life. It is not all of obedience to ob- 
serve the "Thou sbalt not" of the Law. 
It is more important to conform your 
lives to the "Thou shalt" of the Gospel, 
for in so doing you will fulfil the law. 
It is not all of purification to abstain 
from this transgression 
and fight 


against that weakness. It is more im- 
portant that you should contend for 
positive holiness all around, for Christ- 
likeness, for purity of heart; that you 
should engage your mind so fully 
with the good and true that you may 
attain that clearness of vision of the 
truth, that measure of spiritual illumi- 
nation which in the scripture before us 
is called ''seeing God." 


As Jesus Christ must always be the 


ultimate example of a righteous life, 
I wish to hold His life before you as 
the highest inspiration of the thought 
1 bring to you to-night. Remember 
that Jesus Christ accomplished the 
redemption of man by reason of what 
he imus and is. He had to become ' he 
Savior before he could save men. 
It 


is written of Him concerning His life 
intervening between His birth and th1 
beginning of His active ministry, 
thirty years later, that He "increased 
in wisdom and stature, and in favor 
with God and man." 
This was the 


time for the gradual unfolding of _His 
divine-human personality, 
the time 


for the positive development of Hi' 
truly human life in preparation for 
His great work. What our Lord 
taught, what He wrought on earth, 
what He suffered,what He achieved by 
His resurrection from the dead, is in 
all its relations connected with Him 
self, with what He 1004 and is 
You 


cannot point to the cross on Calvary or 
any other fact in the history of revela- 
tion and redemptiom and say, we are 
saved by that alone. The whole life cf 
the Mediator, every fact from the Vir- 
gin birth to the sacrifice on the cross, 
crowned with the supreme glory of 
the resurrection and what followed, 
was necessary for the redemption of 
the world. 
It is so with every man. 


conditions what he docs 


What he Is 
His works 


take their quality from his character 
True, a man may appear to be for a 
while what he really is not: but then 
as a hypocrite he is simply giving ex- 
pression to certain evil and subtle 
traits of character which he possesses. 
Let us banish from us forever the 
thought that we mav willingly serve 
God and the devil. It is a mischievous 
notion of our age that we may distin- 
guish between public and 
private 


character in the tame person; that a 
man may be morally good, loyal as a 
husband, loving as a father and kind 
as a neighbor; but dishonest as a busi 
ness mar, slippery as a politician and 
a bad statesman. As I am dwelling on 
this point, I am reminded of the story 
of the duke who held the office of 
bishop, and who was in the habit of 
using profane language. 
On being 


admonished that it was not becoming 
of a bishop to swear, he replied that 
he did not swear as bu,hop but as duke 
Bat his monitor asked—"Wben the 
devil comes to get the duke, what will 
become of the bishop ?" No; we can- 
not allow such a distinction 


Victoria was a good and a great 


queen because she was a true woman. 
She was a most devoted wife. 
She 


discharged the functions of mother- 
hood in a way that should shame 
many a woman who occupies no thron? 
and wears no crown. During the 64 
years of her reign, while she lived in 
the full glare of publicity, her name 
was never touched by the breath of 
scandal. She was never accused of 
bribirg a legislature, or of selling the 
patronage of the government. 
She 


was a great queen, not because she 
was a great diplomat, for she was not; 
but because she was a good woman 


The conduct and policy of the British 


government during her reign were cer- 
tainly not always commendable, nor 
even such as history will hereafter ap- 
prove; but when we remember tbe con- 
stitutional limitation of the British 
sovereign, and also her attitude toward 
the policy of her government at such 
times, we know that she was not 
responsible for that which greatly 
dimmed the splendor of her long reign. 
For instance, wo are told that the un- 
fortunate Boer war was the thing that 
broke the aged queen's heart, and hast- 
ened her death. 


My young friends to whom it is my 


privilege to address my remarks imme- 
d;ately to-night,I pray you be concern- 
ed about the one thing needful to a 
g<-.od and useful life. Purify your heart, 
which is the fountain spring of your 
life, so that the streams of activity 
flowing forth mayhs healthful, and 
fruitful in all that is good and true. 
Yon are passing through that period 
of life which is most precious, most 
important, most delightful and also 
rno't dangerous. 
This is a critical 


period—the turning point in your life, 
the time when you are making the 
transition from boyhood into manhood, 
*rom 
girlhood 
into 
womanhood. 


O, what glorious possibilities for good, 
for usefulness, for happiness are yours! 
What s^nes of stumbling and rocks of 
ofi'Dce in your path, what broad ways 
to allure yon to error, what danger of 
dishonor, misery and death! 


What I am daeply concerned for is 


that yon provide against this latter 
contingency, by becoming in 
your

You are still in that period of life 
which is essentially one of formation 
and instruction; the Lime for taking 
in stores lor future use and for tlie es- 
tablishment in vital habits, hopes and 
faiths. 
"Goodness is more than gold, 


aad character outweighs intellect " I 
join with Tennyson in his words— 


"Howe'er it be, it seems to me, 


'Tis only noble to be good, 


Kind hearts are more than coronets, 


And simple faith than Norman blood.'' 


I need not pause to define the term 


1 good" as it is here used, but pass on 
to the next quality which I prescribe 
for the enrichment of your character 
and life, viz, beauty 


Beauty is no outward polish, but an 


interior quality manifesting itself upon 
the surface 
What I mean by the 


beautiful in a man's life is that be 
should be natural; not according to the 
order of his perverted human nature, 
but after the true order as coming from 
the hand of God. Be natural by be- 
coming what God meant you to be, 
and which He so clearly indicates to 
you by the peculiar gifts and powers 
with which He has endowed you. Be 
natural according to the true nature of 
man as redeemed and glorified by Jesus 
Christ; and thus be beautiful in your 
character. 
In all the expressions of 


your life, whether in word or smile or 
act or dresp, be natural, be real, shun 
all affectation. There is nothing so hid- 
eous in all the world as an unnatural 
man or an unnatural woman. 


It is astonishing to observe how, in 


all the various realms, the laws of the 
Beautiful, which are the laws of God, 
are transgressed with a freedom that 
is simply shocking to refined taste. 
Let me suggest, by way of illustration, 
the simple work of arranging a bouquet, 
which calls into service the first prin- 
ciples and is the foundation of all deco- 
rative art. Many bouquets which are 
set before us as things of beauty are 
nothing more than a real burlesque of 
nature. 
Instead of satisfying one's 


sense of the beautiful and inspiring the 
ojsthetie taste, they, in color, call into 
remembrance Joseph's coat, and, in 
form, suggest the fat woman of the 
show. Even in such a seemingly trivial 
matter ss the arrangement of a bunch 
of flowers there must be singleness of 
purpose, clearness of vision, that we 
nay see as Gjd sees, and avoid produc- 
ing a monstrosity. We should be nat- 
ural, and taking Nature as our teacher, 
produce that which will be a revelation 
of beauty and a ministering angel for 
good. 


But what is the arrangin g of a bunch 


of blossoms compared with the forma- 
tion of your characters and the living 
of your lives? How infinitely more 
important for you to observe the prin- 
ciples of the life beautiful which Ihavr 
suggested ! To observe them is to bp 
blessed yourself and attract, inspire, 
ennoble those about you. 


The third quality I urge you to pos- 


sess in your character is truth 
Be 


true. What is truth ? We usually use 
the term in a very restricted sense, re- 
lative to our words. We talk abou1 
men speaking the truth; but a mar 
may be beautiful not merely in words 
but in all the ways in which his char- 
acter finds expression. The perfection 
of anything is the truth of its kind 
Truth is simply that which is as it 
ought to be. 
So when you find an 


app e or a peach or a blossom that is 
perfect in all its parts and as a whole, 
you have the truth of its kind. When 
you find a man who is just as he ought 
to be according to the divine standard, 
in a word, a perfect man, you have the 
truth 
There was only one who could 


say "I am the Truth," for He alone was 
without sin and the consequent imper- 
fections of sin. May Jesus Christ be 
oar highest inspiration to attain this 
quality of being; that we may be truth- 
ful. 


How shall we attain unto this per- 


fection of character and this standard 
of life? 
The Psalmist asks a some- 


what similar question and answers it— 
"Wherewithal shall a young man 
cleanse his way? 
By taking heed 


thereto according to Thy word " Again 
be says, "Thy word have 1 hid in my 
h°art, that I might not sin against 
Thee." 


Be careful of your thoughts, for the 


thought is parent of the deed,and "as a 
man thinketh in his heart, EO is he."' 
Whatsoever things are true, honorable, 
just, pure, lovely and of good report, 
think on these things. Let your mind 
be so filled with thoughts of this char- 
acter that there will ba no room for the 
ignoble and the impure. A very appro- 
priate petition that we should frequent- 
ly and fervently offer is that contained 
in one of the prayers that has become 
classic—"Cleanse the thoughts of our 
minds, we beseech Thee, 0, Lord, by 
the inspiration of Thy Holy Spirit." 


Be diligent to gain knowlege, avail 


yourselves of every privilege for the 
enriching of the gifts within you. 
Kead good books and make their sub 
stance yours. 
Chocse noble friends, 


for the books you read and the friends 
vou have fellowship with are power- 
ful factors in molding your character 
and shaping your life.

Lester Harclerode was fatally in- 


jured Wednesday morning. The young 
man was working in John Gubenator'e 
brick yard near the Eicholtz farm. 
He and his employer were taking 
down an old chimney when another 
one nearby toppled over, falling upon 
Lester and crushing him so badly 
that he died about three hours later. 
Mr. Gubenator had a 
narrow es- 


cape. 
He was standing above Les- 


ter and shouted a warning to his 
companion, but in vain. The wounded 
workman was carried to another part 
of the yard and Elmer Corle, who was 
also employed by Mr. Gubenator, ran 
for a doctor. In the meantime Charles 
Spidel, who was attracted to the place 
by the accident, procured some bed 
clothes and made L;ster as comforta- 
ble as possible. A telephone message 
was sent to the young man's mother, 
who lives near Mann's Choice, but she 
had left for Bedford before it reached 
her home and when she arrived here 
someone told her about the accident 
and she hastened to her son. He never 
lost consciousness until his spirit took 
its flight, at ten minutes of eleven. 
The physician who responded to the 
call for aid was unable to save the life 
which was fast ebbing away when he 
arrived at the injured man's side. The 
body was taken to the home of Samuel 
B. Defibaugh and afterward to the 
undertaking rooms, whence it was re- 
moved to the home of the deceased's 
aunt, Miss Annie Moore, on East Pitt 
street. 


William Laster Harelerode was a son 


of the late William Harelerode, who 
at one time was clerk to the county 
commissioners, and Emma Harclerode, 
daughter of the late Sheriff Hngb 
Moore and now the wife of Isaac Har- 
clerode. 
He was aged twenty-one 


years, three months and twenty days. 
For the past few years he worked for 
Walter F. Moore, of Bedford. Some 
time ago he went to Wilkinsburg and 
remained there about a year. He re- 
turned to Bedford in December, 1900. 
Since then he was again in the em- 
ploy of Mr. Moore until about ten 
days ago. 
Oa Wednesday of this 


week he hired with Mr. Gubenator. 


The funeral services were held yes- 


terday afternoon and were conducted 
by Rev. Irvin W. Hendricks, pastor 
of the Reformed church. Interment 
in the Bedford cemetery, Lester is 
survived by his mother; a brother, 
Otis, and a sister, Alice. He was an 
industrious, generous young man and 
was well liked by those with whom he 
came in contact.

This is solely 
a legislative function, under the Con- 
stitution, which in no form is granted 
him by the. ins'rument.

sition oJ being able to fix the maximum 
of an appropriation to any object, sub- 
jjct, however, to the will of the gov- 
ernor, whether he will permit the 
members of that bjdy to exercise their 
judgment as to the amount of the item 
appropriated 
Such was clearly not 


the intention of the people who adopt- 
ed the Constitution." 


Justice Mestrezat believes that the 


reduction of appropriations "is purely 
a legislative and not an executive 
function under the Constitution oi 
Pennsylvania." His opinion has been 
widely dissussed by the press, and the 
unmuzzled journals,without exception, 
endorse his action in this important 
matter.

tution of the United States. It is rath- 
er interesting to know that the native 
editor--, who were dragged to prison 
by Gen. Leonard Wood, governor gen- 
eral of Cuba, received the same shab- 
by treatment at the hands of Butcher 
Weyler; but in the case of Editor Rice, 
a Minnesota soldier, who remained in 
the Philippines after his comrades in 
arms had been sent home, the feeling 
of the American people is deeper than 
casual interest. 
Mr. Rice was con- 


fined in jail at Manila, his newspaper 
plant was confiscated and he was de- 
ported in the steerage of a government 
transport to the United States. Gen- 
eral MacArthur put Editor Rice's case 
into the hands of Colonel Crowder, of 
the regular army. The exiled editor's 
offence was the publication of an ar- 
ticle accusing federal officers at Ma- 
nila of embezzlement and peculation. 
11 will be remembered that soon after 
Mr. Rice's deportation General Mac- 
Arthur made exactly similar charges 
in an official report to his government 
The following series of questions and 
answer?, which took place after Editor 
Kice had been haled before Colonel 
Crowder, will afford food for thought:

men to diversity of thought. In these 
organizations servants will be many, 
the rulers few. The many do th: more 
laborious portion of the work, the few 
guide the ship or car to failure or suc- 
cess. It's true that trusts may have ex- 
isted under different names; the Bleusi- 
nian mysteries were nothing more than 
a religious trust holding the mind and 
conscience of the Egyptians with des- 
potic power for thousands of years 
from the cradle to the grave. This 
trust was carried down to Greece and 
remained there through the brightest 
ages of its philosophy; thence to Borne, 
where it reared its temples on the 
seven hills of that imperial city, and 
the evidence of its power may be found 
among the Christian teachings of to- 
day. In time it became more material- 
istic; it threw aside the religious char- 
acter it had in the early ages; it 
brought the trades in closer commun- 
ion and then was known under the 
name of guilds.

The gigan- 
tic power that ran to waste for thou- 
sands of years over the rugged rocks 
of Niagara is harnessed and chained 
down like the very slave, and the harsh 
cry that seemed like the voice of suffer- 
ing humanity is now music to the ears 
of the ransomed millions from whose 
neck the yoke of labor has been lifted 
by a gigantic trust, one of the richest 
the Almighty has vouchsafed to the 
children of men. 


Thinking on these things, the world 


seemed to expand, its capacity was in- 
creased to support ten times the num- 
ber it ever had before. The houses 
reached toward the sky and buried 
their foundations down deep in the 
earth. The speed on our public high- 
ways, multiplied by the automobile, 
street railway and bicycle, gave the 
seeker after knowledge a comprehen- 
sion of men and things impossible un- 
der older conditions. I seek to know 
the condition of Africa, buried as it 
was in Cimmerian darkness, which no 
ray of light could penetrate. I set be- 
fore me a panorama of that benighted 
land and then I see the savage in his 
native jungle; the elephant, the tiger, 
the lion roaming their native wilds, as 
they were hardly seen by Livingstone 
aud Hungo Park. The interior of the 
Chinese empire is unfolded to my view; 
the Hermit kingdom, so long a sealed 
book of the ages, becomes a familiar 
object lesson, with stories that delight 
the children of a Sunday school. As 
an instance of the development of hu- 
man knowledge let us look at these 
wonderful national exhibitions which 
have delighted, instructed and improv- 
ed the world in the last forty or fifty 
years. Who can forget the thrill of 
wonder and enjoyment experienced 
around the globe when an invitation 
was extended to the nations of the 
earth to meet her majesty's subjects in 
Hyde Park and compare productions 
and varied sources of knowledge and 
revenue, and both parties gained what 
they sought without loss to either dur- 
ing the months that intervened be- 
tween the opening 
and the close 


There was no continuous holiday. The 
Chinese, Japanese, the savages from 
the islands of the sea—the learned pun- 
dit, whose mind was enriched by whole 
volumes of Indian lore, was amazed to 
find a civilization so different from his 


Twenty-three years make a serious 


inroad on the time allotted for human 
life. Take your starting number at 
forty, and two decades bring you to 
the downward hill of life. Yet it is 
three and twenty years since I stood 
on the path leading down from the 
beautiful "Troeadero'1 to the main 
buidings on the Champs de Mars at the 
world's fair, held in Paris in 1S78. It 
was a'scene delightful, novel, teeming 
with living pictures I had never seen 
before and which I may never hope to 
see again. The turbaned Turk strolled 
easily along, seemingly caring fornoth- 
ing, for his faith was grounded in that 
firm trust which was the sheet anchor 
of his soul, "There is no God but God, 
and Mohammed is his prophet." Here 
before me were the brothers of the men 
who went down to Egypt after corn in 
the hour of famine, leaving Benjamin, 
the beloved, and his eoat of many col- 
ors, behind them, jealous of the love of 
their father to his latest born, but the 
God of Israel watched over Jacob's son 
and the travelers bore him to the 
land of Egypt, where he became the 
representative of the mighty king him- 
self and the ruler of all the land. The 
rest of the story is told in the Penta- 
teuch, unchallenged for nearly three 
thousand years. It remained a part of 
Israel's history in one form and another 
down to the present time. 


The instinct which leads men to self- 


protection is demonstrated by armies 
on the lai. d and navies on the sea and 
oath-bound associations on both. Great 
associations which lead men on the 
highway of civilizition can only be 
carried forward by stupendous accu- 
mulations of capital and the most abso- 
lute honesty in that capital's admin- 
istration. To carry these enterprises 


who makes two blades of grass grow 
where only one grew before, how 
much more doth he deserve well of his 
fellow-men. Don't look on it as mere- 
ly a mixture of fiour and water, which 
can be produced at so much per pound, 
but rather as a heaven-sent messenger 
connecting the spiritual and material, 
the past and the present, and stand- 
ing as the pilot of humanity from life 
to death." "What, sir ! all this for a 
biscnit?" "Yes, sir; all this for a bis- 
cuit. Your steel rail, that makes' the 
firm highway which bears the messen- 
ger of man's convenience with a swift- 
ness many times multiplied, is to be 
admired, wondered at and.used. 
The 


silks and the clothes, the machinery 
and the contributions to science, those 
inspired messengers of the Almighty 
that tell us the component material of 
which those wonderful planets are 
made, hundreds of millions of milet 
away." 


It has been said by one wiser than 


his generation that revolutions never 
go backward. They leave their foot- 
prints along the pathway of time, 
there to stand till all material thingE 
are blotted out and time becomes eter- 
nity. One of the greatest humanizes 
of the century just past has been thi 
grand national expositions held in the 
different countries of the world. They 
have brought men closer together and 
tanght them to respect each other and 
to learn that all the industry and all 
the genius is not confined to their own 
backyard. 


When you read with astonishment 


that the firm of Huntly & Palmer, the 
biscuit makers of Reading, carried off 
the great gold medal from the Parii 
exposition of 1878, against all England 
and I might say every other land on 
the globe, don't measure them by thf 
American eraeker with which we used 
to crucify our oysters fifty years ago 
These Reading Englishmen have giver 
us something to remember them bj 
when they have gone on their final jour- 
ney through "The Gates Ajir." I wish 
that throughout this land of ours we 
could copy the virtues of these enter- 
prising Englishmen as well as theii 
modes of manufacture. Coming to the 
sleepy old town of Reading half a cen- 
tury ago, with a smill factory and a 
few workmen, they have raieed it tr 
the dignity of a commercial city, rich 
in commerce and beautiful in archi- 
tecture and admirable and honest in 
its principle of administration. 


So much for Joseph Leete, the great 


London merchant, the polyglot linguisl 
and the dispenser of a splendid hos- 
pitality at home and abroad. If Buffa- 
lo knows what it is about when the ex- 
position starts she should get him to 
visit that windy city if she has to kir1- 
nap him—if he should come, look out 
for him, or the chances are ten to one 
that he will go back to England with 
a pocket full of gold medals.

As an appropriation of half a million 


di>ll:iis \\.is made In the (Im ernnieuE 
for the bull-lugs tj coutai:i tb.- Govern- 
ment exhibits, as well as for tbe exhib- 
its themselves, the display at tbe Fan- 
American Exposition will be of no 
ordinary standard. 


The collection from tbe Smithsonian 


Institution will be very large and of 
great interest, as it will demonstrate 
the scientific progress of tbe country 
and the results of its recent explora- 
tions, accompanied by portraits and 
models of various kinds. Tbe groups 
under the Department of Anthropology 
in the Museum will be of particular 
value both from scientific and artistic 
standpoints. Some already completed 
are groups of the Patagonians, the Es- 
kimos and the Sioux, done by skilled 
artists and scientists. The sculptor Bl- 
licott has had several of them in hand, 
and they present the most interesting 
and lifelike study of character, man- 
ners. customs and dress of the various 
peoples they portray. The Natural His- 
tory display, also under the National 
Museum, will be excellent, while all ob- 
jects illustrative of the natural re- 
sources of the country and their utiliza- 
tion not covered by other departments 
or exhibitors will be exhibited. 


The Living exhibit of the Six Nations, 


now in preparation by the Bureau of 
Ethnology, will be especially unique.

Advertising Talks.

It is true that a great deal of advertising that is 


"cast upon the water" never pilots in the elusive 
wave of prosperity. 


But whose fault is that ? 
In some cases it is undoubtedly the fault of poor 


newspapers. 


In most cases it is the fault of their air castle 


architects who come to the erroneous conclusion 
that the way to get rich out of advertising is to 
spend a hundred dollars and wait a few days and 
get a hundred and fifty dollars back, and then 
repeat, and keep on repeating. 


But how about the goods ? Are they good ? 
And how about the store, and the show window, 


and the clerks ? 


Again, how about the copy that goes into the 


space ? 


It is a mistake to use a hundred dollars' worth of 


space if fifty dollars' worth will enable the adver- 
tiser to tell his whole story in an effective manner. 


On the other hand, it is a greater mistake to use 


fifty dollars' worth when a hundred dollars' worth 
is really needed to make a proposition clear and 
strong. 


The advertiser is like a lecturer in a hall. 
The newspaper is like the hall. 
The readers of the paper are like the audience. 
It isn't the hall's fault nor the audience's fault 


if the lecturer makes so many bad breaks and so 
few good ones that he has to sneak out of the back 
door and catch the first train in order to avoid 
mob violence. 


And it isn't the newspaper's fault nor the read- 


er's fault if an advertiser does uot write about his 
goods in a manner that will sell them. 


The newspaper—a popular, widely circulated 


one—is the medium by which a merchant can 
prove that he is the fittest—if he is. 


It is the hall and audience waiting for the lec- 


turer who has something of importance to say. 


It gives every man an equal chance and quickly 


develops those who understand and appreciate the 
chance. 


In buying space one is simply paying for the 


privilege of talking to a select audience. If one 
buys it with that fact in view he is pretty sure to 
make it pay. 


If he buys it without any definite idea of how he 


is going to use it, or why it ought to pay, it prob- 
ably won't pay.
